The steamers Tacoma and Keystone State, 
representing rival interests in the river war 
recently inaugurated and which has already re- 
sulted in one cut in freight rates, had an excit- 
ing race one morning last week from Vance- 
burg to Portsmouth. The two boats left 
Vanceburg about the same time and ran al- 
most abreast mile after mile. 

The Catherine Davis passed up Saturday for 
Manchester, where she will take charge of a tow 
of logs, which will be taken to Coal Grove above 
Ironton, 0. The logs are a parcel of runaways 
on the last rise out of the Big Sandy river, and 
belong to a lumber firm at Coal Grove. This is 
the first time in the knowledge of the oldest 
riverman that logs have ever been towed up 
the Ohio river. 

The coal shipments from the Pittsburgh har- 
bor since Friday have amounted to about 5,**O0,- 
000 bushels. Four towboats met disaster just 
after starting Friday, and about J 10,000 loss 
was suffered at Merriman. The Josh Cook 
struck a part of her tow, losing a barge and a 
flat. The barge was grounded, but afterward 
floated away. The Sam Brown ran its tow 
aground at the towbead at Merriman, the 
steamer going aground itself. Four boats and 
a flat were broken up, and much of their cargo 
of coal lost. The Harvester ran her tow ashore 
and left six barges, but these will not be lost. 
The Tornado lost two flats on the towhead. 
All of these accidents occurred to boats at- 
tempting to get through the new channel at 
Merriman.
